DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to communication filed on 8/25/10 in which claims 1-18 are pending. 
The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this case is in condition for 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features, whereby a time 
separation between the successive voltage pulses takes one of n distinct predetermined first 
values, where n>2, each of the n distinct predetermined values corresponding to a predetermined 
data quantity; the more than one node comprising a detector of the modulated voltage pulses or 
quantities directly related thereto; and the more than one node further comprising an interpreter, 
interpreting the detected modulated voltage pulses as transferred data; the interpreter in turn 
comprises means for determining the time separation between the successive voltage pulses and 
means for associating the determined time separation with a corresponding data quantity, the 
more than one node fiirther comprising means for creating a current pulse on the conductor pair 
representing data to be transferred from a respective node to the central unit; whereby a time 
separation between the current pulse and the closest preceding voltage pulse takes one of k 
distinct predetermined values, where k>2, each of the k distinct predetermined values 
corresponding to a predetermined data quantity.
